A BRIEF LOCK AT THE HISTORY OF FLYING SAUCERS 


DISCUSSIONS ON ALL TOPICS OF THE COSMOS 
Conducted by the editor 


T CHRISTMAS TIME we deoided that as we are at tho end of the 
year to recap Qn the whole flying saucer enigma. We know it date 
hack even before Eric von Dgniken was oosmic dust. So let us 
start with the present day and glean just a bit more from odd 
words, that some of us,preferably me, have missed. In the rel¬ 
igious magazine AWAKElFebruary 1970 there appeared an article 
entitled WHAT HAP PENED to the FLYING SAUCERS.lt wont thus: 

" It all began in the summer of 19'J when tho pilot of a priv¬ 
ate plane fly:’~\; uoax Mount Rainier in Washington saw several 
disk-shaped things moving through the air one after another in 
an undulating path, "Like pie plates skipping over the water." 

This report was printed in many newspapers and was followed 
quickly by a flurry of similar reports from other parts of the 
country.Lights in the sky were said to hover, then to dart away 
at high speed,making zigzag turns impossible for any known air¬ 
craft. A flotilla of oval lights was seen and photographed at 
Lubbock, Texas. Radar operators in airports and on planes al¬ 
oft began to notice blips on their screens that did not fit any 
pianos known to be present. They traced out weird courses,and 
sometimes abruptly disappeared. 

The first news reports used the term "flying saucer",and this 
name has come to be popularly applied to all strange objects 
seen in the sky. But many of the things seen do not have the 
form of a saucer; hence they are moro accurately called a uni- 
dentified flying- objects",or UFOs for short," 

Well, most of our readers know all this anyway, but it makes 
interesting reading at the AWAKE l article as it goes on in de¬ 
pth: 

"Speculation abounded as to the origin of the mysterious "fly¬ 
ing saucers".Was the United States secretly testing a new type 
of vehicle,powered by atomic or magnetio or e ven gravitational 
energy? Or perhaps some foriegn power has mastered" such a mot¬ 
ive foroe, and was flaunting its new-found prowess in the Uni¬ 
ted States skies. Most widely propagated, though, was the the¬ 
ory that visitors from outer space had arrived to survey the 
earth and study its inhabitants. There is no doubt that this 
idea is what endowed the "flying saucers" with their chief 
fasination. The fact that man was just preparing to venture 
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off his earthly hone ter explore other worlds gavd him cause to 
wonder if intelligent creatures oleswhero had done it before him. 

On the other hand, the idea was disturbing to those who boliev- 
od that man is unique in the universe as an intelligent,fleshy 
creation of God." 

The AWAKE! article goes on to describe what Flying Saucers have 
been known to do,i, el',flatten fields otc. ,and scorch the darth . 
They EVEN put out lights and stopped cars," O 0 O 0 O 0 O 0 

As in those days as today Astronomers pooh-poohed the very 
idea of their existence. Scientists, like some today, were un¬ 
impressed, Evon when it came later in the 1950s of claims of 
contact with the very 'pilots’ of such craft, most were skept¬ 
ical, and still are today. Then came George Adamski when ho 
claimed .to have met a Venusian in the desert. Well, whether he 
did or not in atllX speculation. However such a craft as obser¬ 
ved b :j Adansci was seen in England many years later and photogr¬ 
aphed, Bo Adamski remains the eternal mystery. 

WHERE 1)0 THEY COM3 FROM? 

Astronomers say it is impossible for them to come from any of 
OUR system pianots,and the conditions on each of them is not 
pleasant enough to have life as we know it. What they haven't 
thought of is the underground systems of each planet. 

Numerous excuses as to what UFOs could bo were put forward 
by the military and other authorities, BUT STILT/ THE PUBLIC 
SIGHTED THESE THING*. Admittedly since the advent of man made 
objects in space, more people are seeing natural occurences. 

But tho.ro are always the odd percent which cannot be explained. 

Then ca.no fcho US governments move to prove their existence in 
1966. Out came the CONDON REPORT,which was the University of 
Colorado Scientific study of UFOs headed by Dr.Edward U. Condon, 
a highly respected physicist. Enough scientists were persuaded 
to foxm a loam .of experts to handle the study. 

This report was rcloased in 1966 in a 965-pago book.In it 59 
casas woro investigated by staff members, including some from 
the project BLUE BOCK from the US Air force. This study came

It happened around September 4th 1977 at 11.30 pm just when sho 
was getting ready for bod. 

In a tap -recorded interview she gave us the full details, which 
wero ohec.wifh the Ministry Of Defence, the R.A.F. and Stanst- 
ead Airpoi that very night. 
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This is how it. went: 

CM :Can you tell me Mrs. Wat¬ 
son when you first saw the 
object? 

Mrs,Watson ; About three woe- 
ks ago(see date given on pge 
9). CM: Did you see it first? 
(meaning,did her husband 
Ashley see it?). 

Mrs. 7/at son : I saw it when 
that came out(referring to 
the DUNMOW BROADCAST publi¬ 
shed by May & Brett, .which 
is a small local newspaper 
cum advertiser.),afterwards 
evidently someone had seen 
it at the same time,A man 
at Thaxcted saw it,didn’t 
ho ? 

CM: I have been in touch 
with May & Brett* s but... 

('At this point Mr*A*Watson 
says: Look, see our bedroom

CM,asked her, at this point to 
draw tho sketch of the object 
sho saw, and we have superimpo¬ 
sed it onto the photo. 

Mrs. . Watso n:Well, it was just 
like a wheel,just a huge wheel, 
| a round wheel.It looked liko 
it was eege on. It appeared n">t 
liko lig): '.s in windows,hut all 
around he e(indicating tho 
outer pei phery)cr,liko electr¬ 
ic light 'Ulbs.Thoy weren't 
i those, he; thafe is what it 
1 looked Ikd in the sky. 
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CM : How many of thoso things | 
would you estimate of these 
things to bo? 

Mrs.Watson: All the way around. 
I don’t know how many, but a 
good many, so that when you 
looked at them in the sky,you 
had a big circlo, but I coul- 
n’t see any top to it.... 

CM: I seo tfjat you me an, as 
if you wore looking at the 
bottom of it. 

Mrs Watson was indicating the 
precise angle she saw it by 
holding the sketch sho had 
drawn up above her head. 

Mrs .Watson :(again),I couldn•t 
soe any top to it, just a gr¬ 
eat big wheel looking liko it 
was surrounded by orange elo- 
ctrio light bulbs. 

CMC: How big did it appear to 
you? 

Mrs.Watson: You know the leng¬ 
th of an aeroplane would ho? 
Well in comparison, instead of 
boing lon^Afound and about tho 
size of an aeroplane. That's 
why when I got out of bod to 
look at it, I could soe it so 
brilliantly because at 11.0' 
Clock at night-it was dark. 

CM: This report is valuable 
because most people only get 
a distant view of a light, but 
you saw this one closer. 

Mrs Watson: Well it scemod \ 
like it was just abovo the 
house tops. It was station¬ 
ary, and when it began to 
move,well, you know tho sound 
an aeroplane makes,when it 
makes a BRRR,you know,a loud 
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engine noise,so'when”it.started 
..it was stationary* ycu see 
and I stood looking out the win¬ 
dow, and it started to move*and 
I was so intriqued by it, that 
I. thought, .THAT THU HULL IS IT?! 

So I opened tho bedroom window 
and put my head out, and lookod 
up, and then it started to come 
forward, ovor tho house, you aoe. 
CM: Towards you?? 

Mr s, Watson: Towards mo! And in¬ 
stead of it making a loud engine 
noise, like an aeroplane, instead 
it was like a soft purr almost- 
almost liko a soft spinning top, 
liko a B-r-r-r-r-r! 

CMi You heard the noise of it? 
Mrs. Watson :Yes,. I heard tho 
noise of it. 

CM :Pity you didn’t have a rec¬ 
ording machine! 

ME£ .Watson: That is actually 
true,and I was so...so amazed., 
so drawn in to soe..I mean I say 
to him (indicating hor husband) 
•look out the window quick,tho- 
re’s something in tho sky,but of 
course it came ovor the house by 
then.But you know, I was gaping 
at it, thinking what tho hell 
can it he? And I was so surprised-!- 
CM :Do you now holiovo in flying 
saucers or do you think it was 
something man mado? 

Mrs.Watson: I’ve nevor seen any¬ 
thing liko it-before.I don’t 
know if it was man-made or what 
it was!But Mr. Carruthers next 
door, he was in the Ordnaaoo.. 
and he’s been a pilot himself, 
and was telling his wife about 
it.Well, she told him and he 




































said I don't think qhe saw any¬ 
thing like that, 1 tnink she saw 
a JUMBO JET;with the windows | 
and said, sometimes when you see 
a JUMBO JET at a certain anglo 
you can see tho lights from all 
the windows, but you KNOW when 
you see something with windows 
in it and it is CIRCULAR. I 
know tho difference between an 
aeroplane and a circular wheel, 
and there's a difference in tho 
sound, 

CNK asked Mrs,Watson many other 
questions, too long to publish 
here, but wo did get her to 
fill in a sightings form and 
later $our editor sent two cop¬ 
ies of it out. One to the Minis¬ 
try of defonc3,and one to tho 
Essex UFO Study Group, who I 
hope will publish this in their 
journal. Meanwhile, that night 
I telephones the Control at 
Stanstead airport since the ob¬ 
ject was heading tha$ way, and 
on that date. Unlucky for mo I 
had rang one wook too late for 
any credible answer to be given. 
But was assured that as far as 
they knew, no object was over 
that way on that date. 

I then approached Mr, May of 
May & Brett who publish tho 
DUNMOW BROADCAST, for more 
information about a sighting 
which appeared in his paper. 

But he was unuble to help for 
one reason or another(?)The 
item which appeared in the 
Broadcast was this; Sept. 77 
"E U.F. 0. -unidentified fly¬ 
ing object-was sighted near 
Thaxtod recently. A man saw 
two lights 50 feet ".cove 


tho ground while driving his 
car along tho A130 road at 
Thax v td. 

There have been several re¬ 
ports ofobjocts in tho sky" 
in tho area recently which 
have not been recognised or 
which have appeared on the 
radar screens at nearby 
Stanstod Airport. 

This appeared in issue No, 302,. 
May & Brett Ltd.,23 High St;, 
Dunmow.(for any’hoards’of UFO 
investigators who will-wish 
to contact them about it..may¬ 
be youlll have bettor luck t 
than CNK did). STILL hot on 
the trail tho duplicate UFO 
sightings form by Mrs. Watson 
wont to the R.A.F and tho M.0- 
D. I had enquired if the RAF 
wore testing out the Saucer¬ 
shaped "SKY3HIP"Hero's the 
reply: 

Dear Sirs,In reply to your h 
letter dated 21st September 
1977*As far as I know,no Brit¬ 
ish Airship is being tested at 
prosont,honoo,I believe that 
the sighting could not have 
been an airship.Could it have 
boon a Hot Air Balloon?.Since 
tho flight trails of tho 3Qft 
SKYSHIP wore carried out here 
two years ago,no further dev¬ 
elopment has been forthcoming 
from tho fina that was devel¬ 
oping it. " B.P. Tuck e r.

An engineer,Terry Billington said ho saw a mot;- 
allic saucer-shaped disk hovering over farmland. Terry,a &op eng¬ 
ineer said he was not a UFO addict,and wasn't interested until 
that happened. This case was investigated by the British UFO 
Research Association Ltd. 

FEBRUARY 1977 s Mystery cigar-shaped object with flashing bluish- 
whito light spotted in sky ovor East Howo. Mr. David Bonnot of 
Bickton Road,told a newspaper ho heard a humming noise,thought it 
was a car in trouble, went out into his garden, lookod up and "there 
was a mysterious object going north towards Forndown,travelling 
in a straight line and going quite fast." 

FEBRUARY gist s CANADA,Tho TORONTO SUN SAUCER LANDS ON ROOFi- 
Saucer investigators say this one is being hushed-up.M etc Loduc, 
founder of a 13-member organisation,UFO QUEBEC,said a Montreal 
woman not only saw a saucer land on an apartment building last 
month-sho also saw two beings got out,look around,then hustle 
back to thoir ctaft and shoot off. But, said Leduc, although 4 
people reported seeing tho "aluminium disk 'A. 3 an 6th,officials 
at Dqrval Airport claim they received no such reports. "It was 
early in the morning," said Leduc. "Tho woman couldn't sloop so 
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was looking out her window.She watched the saucer land and two peo¬ 
ple got out and walked to a corner of tho roof and looked down." 

The \voman, Florida Malhceuf jdoscrihed the visitors as tall and wear¬ 
ing white clothing and helmets.She saw no facial features. 


When they returned to their craft y it took off,"flying" less than 
60 feet off tho ground. It startled three people outsido a subway 
station. 

"Mrs.Malboeuf and those other people made reports to Dorval Airport; 
said Leduo. "The reports are at the National Research Contre in 
Ottawacfilo number N77~3."

He said he him¬ 
self had seen one on November 5th 1976."It was doing impossible 
nanoouvors-it was no firework.Dan was with;throe ofrhor people when 
tho light flashed across his eyos,and it wa'd felt that it was some¬ 
thing unusual. BUFORA said that that weok the sightings by the two 
Walthamstow boys was the most unique for more than a year. 

APRIL 13ths Dale,West Wales. 

A woman and her throe, children were scared by a U. F.0. as they 
were driving homo at night. A brilliant yellow orb with silver 
tail camo skimming towards them on a collision course. Then it 
turned silently overhoad,turned around and chasod the car at 
tree-top height for three miles.Mrs.Pauline Coombes,31jSaid: 

"Wo were terror stricken.In a panic I drove at 80 miles an hour 
trying to get away from the thing but I could not shako it oxf. 
About 100 yards from their farmhouse home in Dale,the lights and 
engine failed. They all got out and ran for their lives to the 
house to call Mr.Coombes. He saw the orb disappearing in the sky. 

When he tried the car it started immediately,and the lights came 
back on."Believe me,” she said,"It was mo illusion. We saw it 
clearly with a silver tail flashing downwards }ike a torch beam. " 
Two months earlier children at a school in Broadhaven,South Wales, 


also saw a similar object. 

APRIL 29th,from THE GUARDIAN; BALL OF LIGHT SEEN IN WALTHAMSTOW. 

Just as the Essex UFO Study Group were on a UFO Skywatch,two 
women saw a ball of light,independently, who were not out UFO 
hunting.Said one:"It looked like a very very large electric 


light bulb hovering abovo chimney pots over Fiberley Road. It was 
a round discylikeftho moon,but it was in tho wrong direction for 
the moon. " Another woman who saw another object later said:"It 
looked rather odd because it was so big".

MAY 6 th The Guardian: MORE ODD OBJECTS IN THE SKY. 

GHOSTLY "electric light bulbs" in the sky have been seon on t\vo 
occasions in the past fortnight, but a Walthamstow woman's UFO 
sighting last Thursday was different.Her UFOs wore described as 
like "two bulbs glowing ovor Billet Road industrial estate, huge 
one vivid green,the other glowing white "said Mrs.Lewis of White- 
beam Towers,Higham Hill Road,Walthamstow,East London. She added 
"They descended slowly for a few seconds,one abovo the other, 
then vanished leaving a green patch on the ground which later 
disappeared."

Cygnus.weak radio signals wore

On the basis of studies co¬ 
vering many months, astrono¬ 
mers say that Cygnus X-l po¬ 
ssess these and other hall¬ 
marks of a black hole.(it 
gets its name because it is 
tho first X-ray source found 
in tho constollation of Cyg¬ 
nus). Cygnus is 8,000 light 
years away. 

HOW DO BLACK HOLES GET START¬ 
ED? From WEEKEND Magazines 
(Canada). A BLACK HOLE beg¬ 
in.; as a giant star at least 
10 times as massive as the 
sun. Such stars are the tit¬ 
ans of the Galaxy.Rigel in 
tho constellation of Orion, 
and Deneb, the brightest 
star in Cygnus the Swan, aro 
typical 5 ,they squader their 
stellar fuel at prodigious 
rates.A star with 10 times 
our sun's mass will burn at 
1,000 times its rate.Eventu¬ 
ally senility sots in.
